HE -one nnd only = re-

muking. It is appropriate

ference. In faet, by making 
, satiny necret, — the 
Russians succeeded in 
making tho contents more 
intriguing. 

There ja no doubt that sooner 
or Inter the Ruaslana will 
exploit the Preaident's deci- 
sion by reminding the gull 
ible that “America does not 
want pence with the 
Russians.” But the asaer- 
tion will be permixatble only 
if the qualifleation is added 
that America does not want 
peace on Moscow's airy and 
insubstantial terma, And in 
n masterly, lucid and ex- 
tremely — rensonnble reply 
Prenident Elsenhower sets 
cut his reasons why the pro- 
posal fa unacceptable and 
what America conaiders the 
best way of bringing about 
a more vatid entente. The 
atutement was frank and 
direct and probably the moat 
unemotional that any 
American has made to the 
Russians since the begin- 
ning of the cold war, 

UT if rejection of the 

Bulganin peace pact wan 
regrettable, it was only in- 
efdentally #0, for rejection 
was olav unavoidable, There 
should) be no, feara that 
the Weust-ia throwing away 
chances of settling dif. 
ferences with the Russians, 
though probably many will: 
feel this as they did when 
the Ruaslans threatened a 
rupture of contacts on the 
alyning: of the Paria treation 
Inst year. To have enter- 
tained this proposal serious- 
ly would have been the 
sheerest of follies, 

Quite apart from the fact that 
America never regarded it 
much more than a cute (or 
crude) diplomatic = man- 
ceuvre, the friendship pact 
would have had three dis- 
turhing effects: (1) it would 
tend to Jsolnte America from

Police and firemen still were searching the ankle- 
deep debris in the burned buildings late tonight for 
other possible victims. The wives of two Baltimore 
City policemen were missing, but it was believed they 
were safe in the crowd milling about the scene.

Rose of Lima Roman Catholic Church. In the ensuing panic, 
xeores were trampled. Some 1,100 persons were attending

Ambulances and fire-fighting equipment were rushed to 
the acene from Baltimore City and from surrounding com- 
munities, 


Thrown Out Of Windows 


The fire broke out about 56 p.m, and it was almost three 
hours later before it could be brought under control, 

Brooklyn Park. is a wooded suburban ares just south of 
Baltimore, It has a population of. about 5.000. 

So wild was the panic during. the hefght of the fire that 
people were “throwing each other‘out' of windows”, according 
to a cook who escaped. i.
